Common Law Marriages. 

Concerning common law marriages Prof. 
Howard presents an exhaustive digest of the 
court decisions in every state and territory. 

“* While twenty-three states and territories 
have already sanctioned this form of mar- 
riage and ten others’ are likely to do so,”’ he 
says, “seventeen states, among them New 
York, Utah, Mississippi, and California, have 
repudiated this informal agreement. This 
ig a fact of vast social importance, and in it 
there is hope for the reformer.” 

‘Prof, Howard favors making the age of 
legal majority the minimum age for entering 
the marriage rélation, 

Of the dual system of marriage celebra- 
tion by both civil oMicers and clergy Prof. 
Howard says: _ 

“It is an obstacle in the way of the de- 
velopment of the most effective system of 
marriage legislation. It is inconsistent with 
proper social control. It is awkward and 
thoroughly {illogical to intrust that part of 
the law on which publicity most depends to 
two classes of persons.”’ 

Prof. Howard's suggested remedy is this: 

“ Every county should be divided into 
districts, for each of which a registrar should 
be appointed to license, rome sn regis- 
ter marriages civilly co therein, 
and to Meense, register, and attend all re- 
ligtous celebrations of marriage.” :

j} Regarding the eight hour law the address 


says: 

Because of the wonderful improvement in the 
methods of wealth production, by which the 
needs of man and the luxuries of life can be cre- 
ated in a work day of eight hours, we demand its 
enforcement, not only in private employment but 
algo on all work performed by or on behalf of the 
government, whether the employment be direct, 
by contract, or by subcontract. 


Injunctions Are Abused. 


On the subject of injunctions the declara- 
tion says: 

The writ of injunction in its proper sphere is 
a right and protection. It was never designed for 
the purpose to which it is now put in industrial 
disputes. There is not new upon the statute books 
of any state or upon the statute books of the fed- 
eral government a line upon which authority is 
given the courts for the issuance of injunct 
such as have been issued in industrial disputes. 
It is not the use but the abuse by the courts of 
the writ of injunction against which we protest, 
which is in direct conflict with the rights guaran- 
teed to our people by the constitution of our coun- 


try. 

Considerable attention is. devoted to an 
argument in: favor of the right to organize 
and the well known principles of.unionism 
are reiterated at some length.

Accident Due to Mistake. : 

The accident happened in front of the 
Sharon Hill station while the party was 
waiting for a train. There had been a family 
reunion at the Farran home, and several 
members of the Farran family had accom- 
panied the guests to. the station. 

The Lamokin accommodation, for which 
the party was waiting, usually passes the 
station on the fourthtrack. This was known 
to some of the party and when the train was 
heard coming in the distance nearly every 
one passed over to the third or freight track. 
Before any one could give a warning the 
accommodation train came rapidly down the 
third track and plowed into the group. 

The engineer tried to stop his train before 
it struck the party, but he was unable to do 
so until it had ran several hundred feet past 
the station. 

Dead Scattered Over Tracks. 

Under the wheels of the locomotive and on 
the tracks on both sides of the train were 
seattered the dead and injured. They were 
quickly taken from the tracks. The dead 
were terribly mangled and those that had 
not been killed were removed to a nearby 
physician's office.

Federation Will Try to Stop the 


- Candy Strike to Save 
aa the Union. 


Preparations are to be made by the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen to'try to force 
the various rallroads of the country to grant 
an increase in wages similar to that recently 
conceded to the conductors and trainmen. 

The firemen will ask for between 10 and 20 
per cent more pay than they are receiving 
under their present schedule. Unlike the 
trainmen and conductors, they are not afraid 
of striking to obtain their demands. These, 
if conceded, will add between $3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000 a year to the pay rolls of the vari- 
ous companies, which employ between 50,000 
and 60,000 stokers. ‘ 

The executive committee of the brother- 
hood will convene in this eity today and 
make definite arrangements for the cam- 


ign. 

The firemen base their claim to an increase 
on the growth in business, size of trains and 
engines. Their present rate of pay was fixed 
when the locomotives were small and train 
crews traveled long runs. Runs are now 
from 100 to 150 miles and the earnings of the 
men have dropped accordingly. | 


Present Rate of Wages. 

The rate of wages a 100 miles paid on the 
Alton and Wabash roads, two systems of the 
west, and the Big Four, an eastern line, is 
as follows: .

and Attorney A.C, Allen met the prosecutor. 
The interview lasted over an hour, and ended 
with the ‘understanding between the parties 
that it might be resumed this morning. 

* Accusations have been made evi- 
dence’ presented against your organization 
and its members,’’ Mr. Barnes is said to 
have told the sheet metal contractor and his 
attorney. “I am of the opinion that your 
association operates to prevent competition, 
and therefore under the law is an illegal 
conspiracy. The state’s attorney appre- 
clates the’ gravity ‘of bringing criminal 
charges on ex parte evidence against a num- 
ber of business men of your standing. and so 
is willing to give you a hearing, if you wish 


one. 
Drawing Up the Charges. | 

Attorneys engaged by Rysdon and others 
are preparing ‘charges for the grand jury, 
which is almost certain to hear them tomor- 
row, if not this afternoon. 

If indictments are found they will probably 
comprehend two distinct charges of con- 
spiracy. One will be a conspiracy to prevent 
competition in bidding for contracts and 
the other a conspiracy to obtain money by 
false pretenses. 

The evidence before the state’s attorney, it 
is said, shows that under a system of 
“pooled ” contracts the general contractors 


and public were compelied to pay the sheet 


metal men from 25 to 40 per cent more for 
work than the same would have cost under 
free and competitive bidding. This exces- 
sive profit, the attorneys for the prosecution 
contend, was obtained under the false pfe- 
tense to the public that the bids were com- 
petitive. 
Continues Story of Boycott. 

Justin Wyman returned to the witness 
stand in Judge Walker’s court yesterday 
and continued his story of the alleged boy- 
cott against him by the Chicago Master 
Plumbers’ association, the L. Wolff Manu- 
facturing company, and the Raymond Lead 
company, which concerns he is suing for 
$50,000 damages. 

He read a list of the customers he had 
while he was in the plumbing business in 
1897 and 1898, saying he had been obliged to 
“turn down” their orders because he was 
unable to obtain materials. . 

William Wilkie, a former member of the 
Chicago Master Plumbers’ association, tes- 
tified that he was a member of a committee 
that called at the: factory of the L. Wolff 
Manufacturing company in 1898 and asked 
permission to buy plumbing supplies. 

‘* We were told that we could not buy sup- 
plies there,”’ said Wilkie. “‘ When we askee 
why, we were told that the company could 
refuse to sell supplies to us because we were 
Catholics, Protestants, or because we had 
red hair.” 


Stiles on Stand Again. 


John M. Stiles, the painting and decorating 
contractor, who is seeking to restrain trades 
unions, was on the witness stand again in 
Judge Chytraus’ court yesterday. 

The unions, he declared, attempted to make 
him discharge his sen because he was not a 
member and the trouble became so acute 
that the son, Fred Stiles, joined the union. 
Later the young man joinea the army, and 
after he had gone away, Stiles declared, the 
union alleged that his son was in its debt and 
called a strike because Stiles refused to pay 
the amount claimed. Stiles declared that he 
was obliged to pay $5 to get out of the trouble 
and give a bond of $300 to keep his contract 
with the union.

BULGARIANS ORDERED TO RE- 
TURN TO THEIR HOMES. 


Onee Cease Warfare and Trust to 
Be Subjected to the, Severest Pen-

Bulgaria, Sept. 90.—Thé Turkish 
authorities in the Monastir district are post- 
ing a final warning to the insurgents to re- 
turn to their homes. ' The proclamation con- 
cludes: 

“For the last time, the Bulgarians whe 


firesides and trades are invited to return 
to their homes and villages. Those who do 
not return and refuse to trust to the mercy 
of the imperial government will be pursued 
and their homes destroyed in the most severe 
fashion.”’ 

A report issued by the revolutionary com- 
mittee 
of atrocities committed by the Turkish 
troops in September, including the ruthless 
slaughter of a number of children, who were 
hurled from high rocks. It is stated that the 
Turks killed over 200 peasants in a number 
of villages, and that, while taking 130 vil- 
lagers as prisoners to Nevesko, they mas- 
sacred seventy-fiye of them. At another place 
eighteen women were attacked and then shut 
in a barn, which was set on fire.

Sept. 30.—The declaration, 
of Premier von Koerber of Austria that 
Austria was prepared to go to war in de- 
fense of Emperor Francis Joseph's refusal 
to permit the use of the’'Hungarian language 
by officers giving orders’ to the Hungarian 
army, has created such a storm in Hungary 
that the entire Hungarian cabinet has been 
compelled to resign. The Hungarian diet 
has‘ suspended its sittings. 
The leaders of all parties in Hungary de- 
nounce the Austrian premier’s declaration, 
even the adherents of the ministry declaring 
that they will support no cabinet which re- 
fuses to repel Von Koerber's declaration as 
a violation of the rights of Hungary. 


Hungarian Cabinet Resigns. 
When the lower house of the Hungarian 
diet met today, Count Hedervary, the pre- 
miér, announced the resignation of himself 
and the entire cabinet. He asked the house 
to adjourn until a new ministry could be 
formed. 

The house refused to adjourn, and the 
leaders of the various political groups took 
the floor to denounce the Austrian premier, 
Dr.. von Koerber, for threatening Hungary 
with civil war if necessary to compel the 
use‘of the German language. 

Francis Kossuth, the opposition leader, 
is in favor of a peaceful policy; but Herr 
Baabas, who heads the majority of Kos- 
suth’s followers, is inclined to push the 
agitation to extremes.

INTERSTATE COMMISSION 


WANTS NEW LEGISLATION.

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SIR MICHAEL HERBERT. 
The American friends of Sir Michael Her- 
- bert knew that he was in delicate health, 
but they did not dream when he went to 
Europe for the summer that they never were 
to see him again. The wnlooked for news — 
of his death will be a shock and surprise to 
them. They will feel that they have suf- 
fered a great loss-in the death of one who 
Was an accomplished and gracious gentle- 
man and a true friend of America. He 
_ was chosen asthe successor of Lord Paunce- 
fote because it was believed with truth that 
he would be a specially acceptable repre- 
sentative of Great Britain. 
Sir Michael Herbert was a trained dip- 
lomat. He had ‘served his country for 
nearly.a quarter of a century and displaye:l 
so much capacity that his advancement was 
steady. He was at Washington for sev- 
eral years long before he became ambas- 
sador, and made there warm and constant 
friends, who rejoiced greatly over his last 
promotion. They were confident that his 
thorough knowledge of American sentiment 
and of American questions made him above 
all others the man forthe place. His death 
is a sudden and sgd interruption of-a career 
that promised to be fall of usefulness to his 
own country and to the United States. 
Sir Michael-w: as ambassador for only one. 
year. . During that brief period no ques- 
tions arose between the two countries re- 
quiring the attention of diplomats. Had 
any arisen the tact and good judgment of 
the British ambassador would have been 
much in evidence. There are many men of 
ability in the British diplomatic service, but 
it will be difficult to pick out one among 
them who can quite replace Sir: Michae) 
Herbert. His death will be deplored in two 
countries. Great Britain has been deprived 
of a tried and capable public servant for 
whom higher honors were in store had he 
lived. while the United States loses a sin- 
“cere friend. 


. THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW NOT GUILTY. 
The civil service law directs that “ no 
officer or employé shall be removed or dis- 
charged except for cause, upon written 
charges, after an opportunity to be heard in 
his own: defense.” This provision seems 
fair. The elementary priuciples of justice 
forbid condemning a man unheard and dis- 
gracing him on suspicion. Mayor Harrison 
says the provision is a bad one, that because 


of it the city hall is “ full of ‘ graft ’"—big 


and little.” He says that if he could dis- 
miss all the men whom he suspects of dis- 
honesty, but of whose guilt he has no legal 
proof, 4 they would be jumping out of every 
window in the city hall.” 

This’ is as sweeping an of 
the honesty of city employés as fell from 
the lips of any of the speakers who criti- 
cised the municipal] service during the last 
mayoralty campaign. At that time the 
mayor did not talk in the strain he does 
now. He denied the assertion that the city 
hall was honeycombed with dishonesty and 
consequent inefficiency. 

The mayor's remedy for the evils he de- 
picts is to amend the civil service law so 
that a suspect may be removed without trial. 
He says: “I know that is a dangerous 
weapon to place in the hands of the admiu- 
istrative officers, but which is worse—that: 
or unrestrained ‘ grafting’?’ The power 
would be a dangerous one in the hands of 
officers who were politicians. Every man 
whose politics did not suit, or who did not 
work for the party faction to which his chief 
bélonged, would be suspected and would 
walk the plank. Whenever there was a 
change in politics at the city hall there 
would be a new list of. suspects. Perma- 
mency of tenure would cease to exist and all 
hope of efficiency would go. The whole civil 
service law might-as well be repealed. 

No doubt there are dishonest inspectors 
and policemen now. So were there before 
there was a civil ‘service law. There is good 
reason to believe that there was more dis- 
honesty—and no more discharges for that 
catise—when officers had a free hand as re- 
gards removals than there is now, No, it is 
not the civil service law which is at fanit. 
It does not foster or protect dishonesty 

among city employés. It puts on the pay 
“rolls better men than those who used to be 
there under the spoils system—menp less 
likely to yield to temptation. Authority to 
- discharge on suspicion is not needed to keep 
them straight. What is needed is the cou- 
stant “watch fulness: of their» superiors, al- 
ways on the glert for ‘symptoms of wrong- 
doing. 

That watchfulness is Jacking. Doubtless 
some inspectors take bribes, but the offense 
which most of them are guilty of is simple 

neglect of duty. They loaf. They shirk 
work. Several instances of misconduct of 
this kind have been exposed lately, not by 
superior offiters but by an organization of 
private citizens, who did what bureau chiefs 


or heads of departments should have done. © 


That. interesting circumstance reveals the 
neglect.of duty on the part of superiors 
whichis largely respovsible for the mis- 
conduct of subordinates. It may be dim- 
cult to get-evidencé on which-to convict In- 
Spectors guilty-of taking bribes! “It is not 
to get evidence pgainst inspectors 
who have made false reports or have failed 


, to make any reports and secure their dis-

SELF-EVIDENT TRUTHS.” 

‘President Rodsevelt said to the labor 
»| leaders who had a conference with him day 
before yesterday: 

I am president of all the people of the United 
States without regard to creed, color, birthplace, 
eccupatior, or social conditions. My aim is to 
do equal and exact justice as among them all. 
In the employment and dismissal of men in the 
government service I can no more recognize the 
fact that a man does or does not belong to a 
union as being for or against him than I can 
recognize the fact that he is a Protestant or a 
Catholic, a Jew or a Gentile as being | for or 


against him. 
These are “ svif-evident’-truths ” which 


there should have been no occasion for the 
president to enunciate. “He never should 
have been asked to discriminate against a 
nian because he did not belong to a union. 
He never will be asked again, and in all 
probability those who made the request 
wish they had not doneso. _, 

The principle which the president lays 
down as regards the government service ap- 
plies to all governmental organization. The 
authorities of-a»state, a county, a city, or a 
village cannot Jawfully discriminate against 
a citizen because of race, creed, or member- 
ship’ or nonmeéembership in a union. Occa- 
sionally legislatures, weakly yielding to the 
demands of “ organized labor,” have enact- 
ed laws discriminating in its favor, but 
whenever taken into’ court they have been | 
held unconstitutional. 

The private employer has a legal right to 
discriminate against whomsoever he 
pleases. He may refuse to hire mén whodo 
not go to the same church he does, who were 
not born in the same country he was, or who 
do not have union ecards. He can act as his 
whims, caprices, or theories move him. 
The public employer has no such freedom 
and cannot discriminate as between citizens, 


A TRIPLE EXECUTION. 3 

An event unusual if not unprecedented * 
in the history of crime in this country will 
occur today when the three brothers Van 
Wormer are executed at/Dannemora, N. Y., 
for the murder of their uncle, Peter Hallen- 
‘beck. Upon several oceasions during the 
‘last few years members of the same family, 
male and female, have been lynched, some- 
times merely because of their unpopularity 
or the prejudice of their neighbors against 
them, but rarely, if ever, has this happenec 
in legal executions. 

The crime which. these three brothers 
committed was deliberately planned and 
coolly and cruelly carried out. They had 
always been wayward and dissipated, and 
had many times been connected with petty 
crimes. They had a grudge against this 
uncle, who had done much to help them 
when in trouble, because of some mone} 
matters, so they got together and planned 
his murder, attacked him in his home, all 
of them emptying their revolversAnto him,. 
and afterwards even boastitig offhe murder 
and their accurate marksmakship. The 
crime was proved beyond any loubt, and 
it was shown to have been peculiarly atro- 
cious. Not an extenuating circumstance 
was found either in the trial or on the 
appeal. 

» Notwithstanding all this, there was a 
feeling among many people that the sen- 


youth, ought to be changed to imprisonment 
for life, 2d strong pressure was brought to 
bear upon Gov. Odell to grant a commuta- 
tion. At first he was inclined favorably to’ 
their appeals, but after thoronghly review-— 
ing the case he declined to interfere upon 
the ground that the crime was an excep- 
rionally crue) one, that the murderers were 


praved,” and that their exécution would be 

in a measure a protection for society. It is 

not possible to see how Gov. Odell could 

have acted differently. If he had commuted | 
their sentence he would have had to com-' 
mute every sentence of the kind or render 
himself liable to charges of partiality and 
inconsistency. At the same time the electro- 
cution of the brothers will undoubtedly tend 
to strengthen the sentiment against capital 
punishment in New York, and--also to 
strengthen the increasing aversion of juries 
to recommend the death penalty. Gov. 
Odell, however, cannot in any way be 
blamed or criticised for his refusal to com- 
mute the sentences of these utterly depraved 
wretches. He has done his duty under the 
law. Whether the legal punishment is thé 
most fitting one is another question. 


CARING FOR THE WIDOWS. ° 

The number of widows is limited. The. 
number of widows who are impecunious is 
limited by two conditions. The number of ; 
widows who are impecunious and who have 
children is limited by three conditions. The 
number of widows who are impecunious and 
who have children under the age of 14 is 
limited by four conditions. The number of 

widows who are impecunious and who have 
children under the age of 14 and over the 
age at which it is possible for them to se- 
cure work is limited by five conditions. How 
many such widows can there be? 

Let an expert answer. Mrs. Harriet Van 
Der Vaart, speaking of the distress caused 
to widows by the new child labor law, said 
this month in Charities: ‘“‘ The investigat- 
ors are convinced that such distress is 
small.” 

Let another expert answer. Mr. Francis 
McLean of the bureau of charities said yes- 
terday: “ My office has had only two veri- 
table cases of possible distress since the law 
went into effect.”” 

Nevertheless, since there are some cases. 
in which relief is needed, the National Fed- 
eration of Woman’s Clubs will do well to 
adopt Jane Addams’ suggestion that schol- 
arships be provided for the children who are 
under the legal working age but who have | 
to support, or aid in gupporting, widowed | 
mothers, The number of such children is 
small. The wages which such children 
earn are paltry. Two or three dollars a 
week foreach child would be an ample ap- 
propriation. The woman’s clubs of any 
community in this country Could stand the 
proposed expense without issuing bonds. 

Two objects would be gained. Widowed 
mothers who are really in destitute cireuin- - 
stances would be relieved. The factitious 
_ sympathy which has been aroused for fiec- 
titious widowed mothers would be axtig- 
guished. 

In Switzerland the action which is now 
suggested to the National Federation of | 
Woman’s Clubs has been taken by the state. 
There is a law fixing a certain stipend for 
a widowed mother whose child is below the 
working age. The stipend is paid as.long 
as the child maintains a certain standing in 
its .school -work.. In this way widowed 
mothers are-rescued from want and father-.

the people at large, though not with official- 
dom, by whom she is regarded with appre- 
hension, 

This is. due to the fact that she brings to 
the empéror’s attention hundreds of mat- 
ters, especially cases of injustice perpe- 
trated in his name, that would otherwise es- 
cape his attention. As she goes about a 
great deal more than efther Nicholas or 
his consort, comes into intimate and confi- 
dential. contact with many more people of 
every class, and is, moreover, apt to see 
foreign newspapers without their being cen- 
sered or specially cut and prepared for im- 
perial eyes, she is in a position tq learn 
much that would not otherwise come to ner 


\ brother’s ears. 


Some time ago, as I announced in these 
‘letters, the czar issued a decree strictly pro- 
hibiting the flogging of prisoners a like- 
wise prohibiting the practice of sheving 
half their heads, and other equally objec- 
tionable humiliations inflicted upon convicts. 
The other day one of the leading foreign 
illustrated papers published a photographic 
snapshot taken a fortnight previously by.one 
of its correspondents at Odessa, portraying.

The Grand Duchess Olga_and her husband 
are now in Denmark with her mother, the 
widowed czarina, with whom, indeed, they 
make their home. But living with her does 
not prevent. the young grand duchess from 
taking a more active part in the life at St. 
Petersburg than any other member of the 
tmperial family, and she figures at the head 
of a number of committees organized for 
philanthropic purposes, which comprise 
amongst their members wives and daughters 
of the bourgeoisie and mercantile class who 
never go to court, and who find in this char- 
itable work the only means of becoming per- 
gsonally acquainted and of getting into touch 
with a grand duchess of the reigning house. 
Grand Duchess O!ga is a particular favor- 
ite of both her brothers and also of her 
mother. She narrowly escaped losing her 
life in the terrible railroad accident at Borki, 
when, through circumstances never satisfac- 
torily explained, the imperial special train 
was derailed and tumbled down from the top 
of a high embankment.

King Edward is taning a step which will 
douhtiess lead to a great outcry among a 
large section of English people. He has re- 
solved, in conjunction with Lord Selbourne, 
the first lord of the admiralty, to aboMsh the 
entire establishment of chaplains of the royal 
navy. So many of the sailors, and even offi- 
cers, nowadays belong to other denomina- 
tions than to the established church of Eng- 
Jand. that it is fe to be unfair to subject 
them to the spiritual ministrations of an An- 
glican chaplain. Moreover, it is believed that 
such duties as they perform—namely: the 


of burial services at sea—can be just as well 
performed by the captain or commander, 
whose ministrations would give rise to far 
less objections on the part of the Roman 
‘Catholic and nonconformist officers and sa{]- 
ors than those of a duly ordained clergyman 
of the Church of England.

consider the s#ason a® much as possible. By 
this is meant, do not make up your mind you 


must have salmon during a long hot season, - 


when it must be carried hundreds of miles at 
the freezing point to reach your market at 
all, when a simpler, humbler fish by its fresh- 
ness will do greater credit to your menu. 
When you go into the fish market of your 
home town try to learn all you can about their 
methods of obtaining fish from its source. 
learn the days of the week salt water fish 
comeand the days fresh water fish are shipped, 
and gauge your ‘purchase by this. Try to 
learn by reading books on fish and their hab- 
its when to expéct each particular fish to 
appear in the market, then you will not be 


easily misled by the market man. There is” 


no use expecting fresh whitefish in the mar- 
kets after the lakes are frozen over for the 
winter, excepting where, at great risk, men 
go out on to the frozen lake, cut holesin the 
ice, and fish by hook and line to secure for 
some special club or restaurant midwinter 
fresh whitefish. Neither you nor I can get a 
chance to buy this fish. Turn to the south 
and to the deep sea fishing in midwinter for 
most of the best fish. The redsnapper, the 
sheepshead, and pompino can be secured for 
you at this season. Then our western coast 
salmon is good, and if carefully handled need 
not come\to us frozen in midwinter. Never 
expect frozen fish to be a good or wholesome 
Gish for yourtable. — 

When the eyes of fish are shriveled and 
the gills are dark brown the fish is ready to 
decompose as soon as thawed out. and when 
cooked it falls into bits, giving off an offen- 
sively rank; Ofly smell. 

Preservatives, such as salicylate of soda, 
are employed to some extent in fish, and es- 
pecially In oysters, for shipping. These can 
be harmful, and often the peculiar odor 6b- 
served when cooking bulk oystersis due to 
this One preséetvative. The odor is like that of 
fresh whitewash, and suggests many un- 
pleasant things. Oysters can,be carried long 
distances and keep well with slight refrig- 
erating, therefore when a preservative is 
used they must have been far wrong before 
sent on their journey. Lobsters, crabs, and 
other crustacea are usually sold alive. Some- 
times they are boiled before they are placed 
on the market.

CALL HEALTH LAWS ARCHAIC. 


Recodification of Ordinances Necessary 
for Handling Contagious Diseases, 
Declare City Officials.

Dr. Drake reported that since the new law 
went into effect in July the reports showed 
a falling. off in the number of births instead 
of the increase to be expected. He was in- 
structed to prepare a detailed report suggest- 
ing a plan for securing a fuller report of the

The new law provides a compensation of 25 
cents for each birth reported by parent, 
guardian, midwife, or physician. The fee is 
to be paid by the county clerk.

INTERESTING GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | Bit FOUR BARNINGS GAIN. 


AUGUST GROSS SHOWS OVER 14 


Improvement in Net Is More than Twice 
Large—St. Louis Southwestern 
Also Makes a Good Showing for the 
Month—September Record of Local 
Clearings Shows Fair Gain—Chicago 

a Moderate Buyer of Stocks-—Situa- 
tion in London. 


The.earnings of the Big Four for the month 
of August show a good increase over last 
year, the gain being 14.6 per cemt. The 
growth is above normal. In the net, however, 
the increase was 82.4 per cent over the corre- 
sponding month last year. This latter gain 
is due to a reduction in operating expenses. 
In August, 1902, the percentage of operating 
expenses to gross receipts was 77.40, an un- 
usually high figure. 

The St. Louis Southwestern also presents 
a good August statement, compared with last 
year. The gross earnings are 13.77 per cent 
above 1902, while the net shows a much 
greater gain. As was the case last year 
with the Big Four, so with the St. Louis 
Southwestern in the matter of operating 
expenses, The percentage was 80.88, quite 
the highest of the year. . , 

Toledo and Ohio Central shows an August 
increase in gross of 36.2 per cent over last 
year, while the increase in net was nearly 800 
per cent. The surplus for the month of Au- 
gust, 1902, was $6,900, against $53,200 this 
year.

| Chicago and the Market. 

Local commission houses again did a mod- 
erate business im the New York stock mar- 
ket. Aside from one house which has been 
promihently- mentioned for several years, 
Chicago concerns have not been In the last 
six months prominent elther way. Local 
investors, too, haye not as yet become large 
buyers for cash.. 

As to the present market situation, it can 
hardly be expected that prices will advance 
as they did in August, when in the afternoon 
of Aug. 10 prices began to go up through a 
preconcerted move by banking fnterests, who 
undertook to frighten the shorts. This they 
did quite successfully, the short interest 


1 itself making a bull market. 


But at the present time there is no such 
volume of short contracts. Before Aug. 10 
the bears had had a continuous season of 
profits running from January to the date 
mentioned. They had grown bold and reck- 


less. But after that August fright they lost. 


a great deal of money and have had nothing 
like the courage of previous months. There 
is, therefore, mo such element of strength 
as one month ago, because of the lack at 
this time of an important short interest. 

In their closing letter. to Sidney C. Love 
& Co. yesterday the Strong & Sturgie com- 
pany had the following on the market: 

‘*Looking backward over the last month’s 
fluctuations im the stock market, we are 
constrained to admit that the prices which 
have obtained during the last few days are 
much lower than we could have deemed pos- 
sible one month ago. At that timé the force 
of liquidation seemed to have spent” its 
strength and there were reasons to look for 
a better condition of affairs. 

“In recognizing thie disappointment and 
in looking for the causes of it we are im- 
pressed with the belief much of the weak- 
ness has been due to clever and extensive 
bear manipulation of stocks. In a market 
almost devoid of public support on the long 
side, and with time money difficult of pro- 
curement, with autumn elections pending, 
and with dissatisfaction regarding the crops, 
a fair field for bear maneuvers was ap- 
parent. 

“It is not likely, however, that the invest- 
ment demand or the willingness on the part 
of the outeide public to buy stocks will de- 
velop. into sufficient strength to form an im- 
portant factor until after the autumn elec- 
tions, Between now and then it Is probable 
that we will have chiefly a trading market, 
and with this in view we can only say to our 
clients that we should net be discouraged, 
but should believe that the future prosperity 
of the country will fully justify the faith 
had in railroad secufitie#@at this time.”

Millions of Undigested Consols. 
- The London financial correspondent of the 
New York Evening Post undertakes to ex- 


plain the fall in consols and. says the situa- 
tion in London is similar to that in New 


York, and that it is a rich. man’s crisis. He 


continues: 

“ The crux of ‘the trouble here is that lit- 
erally hundreds of millions of consols and 
other new securities havé gone into the hands, 
not of.the investing public but of financiers 


.who are compelled to borrow money to carry 


such holdings at a ruinous rate of interest— 
far above the yield on the securities held. 

* Naturally the ,position on both sides of 
the Atlantic has been aggravated by public 
distrust,. engendered by the discreditable 
stock jobbing manipulations of the last few 


years and by the enormous overcapitalization 


of new companies. This week the extreme 
depression of consols resulted immediately 
from still another cause—namely: the liqui-- 
dation of three seperate accounts for de- 
ceased capitalists. This movement caused 
the forced sale of no Jess than £750,000 in 
consols, in addition to which huge blocks of 
mining shares were sold out. It was also in- 
evitable that the disturbances in New York 
should react on London, and vice versa. 

“An enormous mass of undigested securi- 
ties still remains to be financed. A further 
decline in consols is therefore probable. I 
learn that many bankers are preparing to 
write down their consols holdings in their 
next balance sheets to 85, reckoning even that 
no necessary bed rock level.”
